UNOFFICIAL instructions have been given to M. Qmstoin, who is at Constanti¬ 
nople, to treat with the Porte on the basts of consenting to the Turkish conversion on 
the understanding that the period for which Egypt Es engaged to the bankers for the 
payment of the tribute is not prolonged. From what Mr. Palmer tells me, 1 under¬ 
stand that some hesitation is felt in London as to a prolongation of the period. 1. 
have, however, agreed to the above instructions, as I presume that if the period is not 
prolonged, the objections are at an end. 

M, Ornstein lias also been instructed to endeavour to obtain an engagement from 
the Porte that the Zeyla tribute claim will not be further urged against Egypt, Here 
if is believed that the Porto are willing to concede this. This idea 1 have rather 
encouraged. The strength of any claim on England seems to me to consist mainly on 
the continuance of a claim on Egypt. Once I he Porte consents to abandon the claim 
«m Egypt we ought to have no difficulty in resisting a claim for separate compensation 
from England. Does your Lordship agree with this view ?

YOUR Lordship is aware that when Blum Pasha left Egypt last August 
Mr-Milner was appointed to succeed him as Secretary to tlm Financial Department, 
The post of Controller-General of Accounts was thus left vacant. Hurra ri Bcy # who 
had beta) the Assistant *>f Mi\ Milner and bis predecessors, was allowed to carry on the 
work temporarily* but any final derision on Hid mutter was postponed imlij my return 
to Cairo. 

But a short time ago four Europeans occupied high places in the Financial 
Departmental namely, the Financial Adviser, Ids Secretary, the Secretary of the 
Department, and rhe Contrnller-Geiu'ral of Account. When Mr. Ornsteiu, who was 
Sir Edgar YinuciiFs Secretary, was appointed to another place, it was thought that 
the post of Secretary to the Financial Adviser coithl be abolished. I entirely concurred 
in this measure, both on grounds of economy and because ii is desirable, on general 
grounds, to limit, as umeli as possible, Shenumbm’ of Fniojieans in the eorvtce of the 
Egyptian Govcmmioil, The number was lbus reduced to three. 

Bjr Blum Pasha's departnve the number of Europeans was stilt further reduced to 
two* I need hardly dwell cm I lie lime and labour which has been devoted to putting 
Hie !! nances of Egypt in a sound condition, or on the extent to which the employment 
of European agency has contributed to the attainment of this result. Anxious as 
f have always been to tee native Egyptians employed to the utmost extent possible, 

I confess 1 greatly doubted whether the thno had yet arrived when ii would be 
prudent to attempt the admin [stratum of the Financial Department with only two 
Europeans in high positions. Air. Palmer fully agreed in these views; at the same 
time he pointed out to me that Itarravi Boy was a very competent official, that the 
Account Department was now thoroughly well organized, aud that Rinz Pasha wished 
to have Ihtrrari Boy in charge of it. Mr. Palmer added that (here was another brunch 
of the Financial Department in which Hie employ men 1 of some European agency was 
fur more required than in connection with the accounts. This is the branch which 
rivals with the collection of direct tuxes, Hie sale of Government lands, Ac,, in respect 
to which some grave scandals have recently occurred. Mr. FnlnuT was of opinion 
that the best plan would be in leave llurtfiri Bey In charge of line accounts and lo 
name an Englishman to be Controller of Direct Revenues.

[f tins is agreed to by the Powers, the system of “ me hat du service militaire ,f 
will lie suppressed, and the sums realized by the application of the tax on patents to 
Europeans will be applied to the local needs of Use towns m which that tax is 
collected. These measures must* however, ho conditional on the assent id' the Bowers 
being given to the extension of the limit of administrative expenditure ft) by 
£ E, 100,000, representing the loss of receipts from the “raebat. mititaire and 
(’J) by the amount realized hv the patent tax and spent hi the towns where the tax is 
collected. The limit of administrative expenditure will, of course, also bo increased 
by the sum of £ E* 110,000 wdiich it ix proposed to devote to army and police.
